learning throughout south- 
ern New England, students 
are building their of lit- 


nomics, sociology, political science 
and a host of other subjects on their 
way to a diploma. Too few, how- 
ever, “are learning the fundamen- 
tals of personal financial manage- 
ment and responsible credit card 
use - skills they are surely to need 
during and after their college expe- 
rience, according to Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service of South- 
ern New England (CCCS), a non- 
profit organization that conducts 
several freshmen budgeting infor- 
mation sessions each summer. 

“Many students enter the col- 
lege environment unaware of how 
to maintain a budget or how credit 
cards work,” said Cynthia Becker, 
CCCS regional education coordina- 
tor. “We speak to hundreds of in- 
coming freshmen in Massachusetts 
every year, and there is always a 
surprising number who don’t un- 
derstand that paying credit card 
bills late can havea negative effect 
on their credit ratings.” 

CCCS’ regional observations 
echo a national trend among col- 
lege students. Research conducted 
last year by Nellie Mae Corpora- 
tion found that 78 percent of under- 
graduates have credit cards, and 
they have an average credit card 
debt of $2,748. According to a Cali- 
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fornia Public Interest Research 
Group, half of card carrying stu- 
dents pay late fees and seven per- 
cent have had a card ‘canceled. 
Similar research from a Quicken 
study reports that half have bounced 
checks as well. 

If you are a college student or 
parent of a college student, CCCS 
offers these helpful tips for being 
budget and credit-wise. 

*Student Tip: Develop a spend- 
ing plan. Track your expenses dur- 
ing your first semester to see where 
your money goes and where you 
may want to cut back. Use this 
information to develop a written 
spending plan and stick to it.Pay 
with cash first, and if you have to 
use credit, havea plan to pay off the 
balance within 30 days. 

*Parent Tip: Make sure your 
child understands that he or she 
will be given a set amount of spend- 
ing money and will have tocreatea 
spending plan to manage expenses. 
If you give your child money each 
time he or she overspends, you are 
not teaching them financial inde- 
pendence. Occasionally, emergen- 
cies will come up. Just make sure 
youhavea mutual agreement about 
what constitutes an “emergency.” 
CCCS suggests sharing the follow- 
ing rule of thumb with your college 
age child, “If you caneat drink it, or 
wear it, it is probably not an emer-

District Attorney Martha Coak- 
ley has convened a violence 
prevention training for Mid- 
dlesex prosecutors, police, vic- 
tim service providers, and 
school personnel in Cambridge 
in recent days. 

The program featured a 
presentation by nationally rec- 
ognized violence prevention ex- 
pert Dr. Victor LaCerva. LeCer- 
va’s presentation focused on the 
importance of viewing violence 
prevention in the context of 
family and community. 

“The most effective law en- 
forcement program is one that 
combines investigation and 
prosecution with effective 
crime prevention measures." 
said Coakley. "To prevent 
crime, and especially violent 
conduct, we must better under- 
stand its root causes. Dr. Victor 
LaCerva brings a wealth of ex- 
perience to this effort, and it is 
our hope that through this

Dr. Connelly 
was willing to impart with what 
has become his world-renowned 
expertise and educated the 
young author on the dangers of 
tobacco use.

he visits a classroom to this day, 
he asks the young students

ing. At the completion of the 
book, when they have learned 
all of the rules, the reader gets a 
chance to fill out a membership 
in the Road Toads Club. 


Williams has 21 books pub- 
lished but admits that he is not 
sure where his inspiration for 
story ideas comes from. 

The Wakefield native said, "I 
don't even feel like I write the 
stories. I feel like I take dicta- 
tion.” 

His book "Easter Egg 
Escapade" was written in 45 
minutes, according to Williams, 
who added, "I spent the next 
year cleaning it up." 

Williams started out as a 
musician; thus he is very careful 
about using the name John 
Michael Williams as the author 
of the book. He notes there is 
already a famous composer, and 
former music director of the 
Boston Pops by the name of 
John Williams. 

According to the author, he 
writes his books while thinking 
of the musical score he will 
write for the eventual movie. 

"To me the story isn't com- 
plete, without the music," 
Williams said. 

He asked, "Would the "Wizard 
of Oz" be the Wizard of Oz with- 
out the scarecrow singing 'If I 
only had a brain."" 

In the case of Easter Egg 
Escapade, he has written and 
produced the score on a CD for- 
mat. 

He also sings the lead on the

song playing the part of Big 
Boring Benedict Bunny. 

The dream of a movie may 
soon come true. Because of his 
avocation as a Little League 
coach, Williams met up with 
Lynnfield resident and celebrity 
business agent/manager Jerry 
Solomon, whose son is on his 
team. As a result of that meet- 
ing, Williams has found himself 
in negotiations with Dream- 
works and with Fox. The winner 
will produce the movie version 
of Easter Egg Escapade. 

"I will get a real high when I 
get Easter Egg Escapade made 
into a movie," Williams admits. 
"I will have written the music 
and the book. It is a legacy." 

One book Williams does know 
where his inspiration came from 
is "Wondering William and the 
Sandman." 

"I remember being a kid and 
people would always say 'you're 
always asking why." 

Wondering William is a 
unique character as illustrated 
by Diane Fontaine Levy, sister 
of Pam Levy. It was the first 
time she had done illustrations 
for a child's book. Williams said 
the publishers did not want the 
lead character to be a "cheru- 
bic, freckled face, white kid." 

Therefore Diane Levy suc- 
cessfully created a multi-ethnic 
child who looks Caucasian on 
one page, Hispanic on another, 
and has traces of African-Amer- 
ican and Asian on others. 

There are many ironies in 
Williams’ life, not the least of 
which is the fact doctors had 
told him he would not live past 
the age of 19. He had a heart 
condition that was incurable 
during his high school years in 
Malden Catholic. 

However, at the age of 20, he 
was able to undergo a procedure 
that corrected the condition. 

"I was the first person to suc- 
cessfully undergo the surgery

Review: No one heads to the 
theater to see a ‘Jurassic Park’ 
movie expecting Oscar-caliber 

_ performances, but this, the third 
and latest in the popular series, 
is the weakest link of the bunch. 

Sam Neill reprises his role as 
Dr. Alan Grant from the first 
film, and this time he is lured 
back to the Island that Time 
Forgot by a couple played by 
William H. Macy and Tea Leoni) 
who say they want him to nar- 
rate a flyby flight, but who actu- 
ally plan on landing on the 
island with a team of mercenar- 
ies to look for their missing son, 
who disappeared while on his 
own flyby into illegal airspace. 
Things don't go as planned (as 
always), and the dinosaurs soon 
realize that dinner has once 
again arrived in the form of 
foolish humans.

Review: This sequel falls 
short of recreating the laugh- 
out-loud humor of ‘Scary 
Movie’, but it is not without 
funny, gross-out humor mom- 
ents. 

Keenan Ivory Wayans directs 
his brothers, Shawn and Marlon. 
who head up a cast that includes 
most of the stars of the first one. 
In ‘Scary Movie’, the brothers 
had fun parodying the ‘Scream’ 
horror movie franchise, and it 
was easy to follow the storyline. 
This time around, the script 
takes a stab at lampooning 
almost every horror movie ever 
made, as well as some of the 
current popular culture trends, 
such as ‘Charlie’s Angels’. 

The result is a movie that 
doesn't hold together too well, 
and Wayans would have been 
better off presenting this one as 
a series of unrelated skits rather 
than trying to tie everything 
together.
